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A  mind  yet  stagnant  and  frozen  desired  to 
stir.  It  had  caughl  a  glimpse  of  a  waterfall 
as  it  wound  its  way  through  the  woods.  It 
saw  how  each  drop  of  water  united  with 
every  other  and  created  a  new  life  force — 
rushing  on  to  a  fuller  stream. 


But  why  this  time  or  place? 


Why  did  each  of  us  as  mere  drops  choose  to  form  a 
new  stream? — Both  in  ourselves  and  together,  never- 
theless, we  chose  and  we  created.  Each  drop  slowly 
began  to  absorb — in  the  classroom,  at  a  lecture,  on  the 
corner,  over  a  cup  of  coffee,  on  a  stairwell,  in  a  dis- 
cussion, through  an  article,  a  nod,  a  smile,  or  in  a  new 
book. 
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The  basis  having  been  laid,  the  inter-rela- 
tionships and  the  correlations  came  slowly 
— the  drops  began  to  merge. 
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The  history  of  an  idea  became  clear  and  the 
mind  began  to  grow,  but — our  year  illus- 
trates the  difficulty  of  becoming  a  stream — 
we  witnessed  a  moon  landing  and  the  great- 
est economic  and  technological  advances 
ever  made  by  man — yet  we  are  torn  by 
war  and  the  meaning  of  existence. 
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Dichotomies  tear  every  discipline  and 
streams  only  cross  each  other.  The  winds 
of  the  storm  make  each  drop  of  rain  a  sting- 
ing pellet.  In  the  midst  of  specialization  in 
a  scientific  age,  the  love  of  knowledge  for 
its  own  sake — the  life  stream — is  still  flow- 
ing, but  painfully. 
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The  drops  of  water  are  being 
analyzed  chemically,  but  they 
know  they  need  to  be  humanely 
treated  so  that  not  only  their 
chemical  components,  but  their 
being  may  be  joined. 
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This  is  the  stream  of  hope  that  flows  in 
every  man,  that  extends  throughout  the 
woods  of  life.  We  are  searching  for  that 
natural  force  created  through  an  under- 
standing of  the  depth  of  one's  person, 
the  epochs  of  past  history  and  of  the 
future  that  we  can  create  in  a  stream  of 
life  where  each  drop  is  itself  and  by 
being  so  creates  a  beautiful  waterfall.
